Election board officials have 
estimated that somewhat fewer 
than half the county’s 218,618 
registered voters will cast 
ballots. 

The St. Louis election board 
office was swamped today by 
telephone calls from city voters 
asking whether they were sup- 
posed to vote tomorrow. One 
explanation for the confusion 
was that “Vote Yes” signs 
spelled out over the county by 
sky-writers were quickly blown 
over the city by a brisk west 
wind. 

Besides the regular Demo- 
cratic and Republican precinct 
workers, there will be a force 
of 54 CIO and AFL union mem- 
bers working on behalf of the 
bond proposals. Trucks carry- 
ing billboards and sound trucks 
will be used to urge votes for 
the bond issue throughout the 
county.

Regarded as meeting only 
the absolute minimum traffic 
needs of the county, they were 
scaled down from proposals ag- 
gregating more than $66,000,000. 
Rights-of-Way Funds. 
Proposition 1 would pay the 
county’s one-half share of ac- 
quiring rights-of-way for three 
expressways radiating out from 
the city limits to connect with 
transeontinental higlfways. It 
would also pay the right-of-way 
costs for an Outer Belt through- 
way west of Lindbergh boule- 
vard. If Congress appropriates

KEFAUVER SAID 
TO RELISH FIGHT 
FOR NOMINATION 


Friends Say He Has 
$200,000 Fund and 
Will Announce Can- 


didacy Next Month.

CHICAGO, Nov. 21 (AP)— 
Estes Kefauver of Tennessee ap- 
parently is going to essay a 
“giant killer” role in a battle 
with Adlai E. Stevenson of Illi- 
nois for the 1956 Democratic 
nomination. 

Friends who participated in 
a three-day party rally which 
wound up here this weekend 
reported Kefauver -has firm 
pledges for more than $200,000 
in campaign funds and is al- 
most certain to take the plunge 
into the contest to win next 
month. 

This would pit him directly 
against Stevenson, the 1952 
nominee who is running again, 
while Gov. Averell Harriman of 
New York waits watchfully on 
the flanks for any sign of a 
stalemate. 

Kefauver was represented as 
relishing what friendly cam- 
paign tacticians have told him 
frankly is an uphill battle 
against Stevenson. Stevenson, 
who formally announced his 
candidacy last week, appeared 
as an 


nation by members of the Na- 
tional Committee and by the 
state chairmen who have most 
to do with the selection of next 
year’s convention delegate 
slates. 

Stevenson Aids Amazed. 

So confident was the Steven- 
son camp, in fact, that some of 
its leaders reacted with amaze- 
ment to reports that Kefauver 
is likely to enter the battle. 

Senator John J. Sparkman 
(Dem.), Alabama, Stevenson's 
1952 running mate, said he 
thinks Stevenson is far ahead 
and will get stronger as time 
rolls on. 

However, Senator Pat Mc- 
Namara (Dem.), Michigan, ob- 
served in a separate interview 
that “nine months is a long 
time to keep up the pace that 
Stvenson has set.” 

McNamara said he expects 
Gov. Mennen Williams of Mich- 
igan to “look over the situation 
for a while” before deciding 
whether to become a “favorite 
son” candidate. Williams said 
only that the idea was being 
kicked about but he had not 
made up his mind. 

Harriman made it clear at a 
news conference here yesterday 
he isn’t closing any doors to 
acceptance of the nomination if 
it should come his way. He 
maintained he isn’t an “active 
candidate,” but he said he re- 
tains “the recognized right of 
a man to seek another office” 
when he was asked if he felt 
he ought to serve out his term 
of Governor, which has three 
more years to run. 

Against ‘Moderate’ Candidate. 

Harriman, who said he has 
an “understanding” with Stev- 
enson on which he wouldn't 
elaborate, said he doesn’t agree 
that the Democrats ought to 
pick a “moderate” candidate or 
write a ‘“middle-of-the-road”

LONDON, Nov. 21 (AP) — 
Soviet scientisis reported today 
a 300-ton meteorite composed 
of the same elements as the 
earth fell recently in the Sikote 
Alin mountains, just north of 
Viadisvostok in the Far East. 

Reporting their finds, the 
Moscow radio said the meteor- 
ite broke into hundreds of 
pieces on reaching the earth, 
the largest weighing about 
three tons. 

“The scientists have also re- 
constructed the orbit of the 
flight in interplanetary space 
and have estimated the speed 
of the fall,” the broadcast said 
without giving details. “It has 
been established that the me- 
teorite was formed in the solar 
system, Chemical analysis has 
shown that the meteorite is 
composed of the same elements 
as our planet.”

‘He Testifies Again Be- 
fore Jury Inquiring

Theron Lamar Caudle, a key 
figure in the federal grand 
jury's investigation of tax 
scandals in the Truman admin- 
istration, today insisted he had 
never received “a single dime” 
to influence the outcome of an

| nue. Sachs was fined $40,000 in 
| 1951 on his plea of guilty of 
income tax evasion. 

“1 did not receive a single 
dime; or anything else, in that 
case,’ Caudle replied. ‘In fact, 
I did not know there was an‘ 
such suspicion until I got here.” 

2500 Income Tax Cases. 

Asked if he had accepted 
money to influence, delay or 
kill any income tax case when 
he was in Washington, he de- 
clared: “Not a single thing in 
2500 income tax cases or 16,000 
civil cases that I handled.” 

Caudle returned to the wit- 
ness stand this afternoon. 

| The current phase of the pro- 
longed tax investigation by fed- 
eral grand juries resulted in the 
indictment last Friday of Harry 
Schwimmer, a former Kangas

Made Midnight Visit.

Schwimmer looked through a 
filing cabinet and the top car- 
ton of a stack of four cartons, 
Federal authorities learned.

The last Globemaster crash in 
the Far East occurred outside 
Tokyo on June 18, 1953, shortly 
before the signing of the Ko- 
rean armistice. It killed 129 
soldier-passengers and was the 
worst disaster in aviation his- 
tory. 

Globemasters are equipped to 
carry a maximum of 200 troops, 
or 74,000 pounds of cargo. They 
were used in the Korean war 
for both purposes and more re- 
cently in Operation Gyroscope, 
in which entire divisions were

The Metropolitan Planning Con- 
ference last Wednesday ‘heard the 
flean of the School of Architecture 
at Washington University condemn 
the birth of “new slums all over St. 
Louis county.” 

This statement of Dean Buford L. 
Pickens echoed and confirmed two 
recent articles on this subject in the 
St. Louis Register. In pointing out 
the lack of community facilities such 
@s parks and playgrounds, sewers, 
etc, Dean Pickens rendered a real 
service to the uninitiated home buy- 
er who is all too often fooled by the 
smartly furnisned display house. 

The lack of church sites should 
certainly be included in the dean's 
biH of particulars against the land 
developers. Even from an economic 
point of view the prospective pur- 
chaser must remember that a church 
enhances and stabilizes neighborhood 
values. It is a simple matter to re- 
sell a home if it is within reasonable 
distance of a church. 

The modern land developers often 
acquire 300 or 400 acres of ground. 
To adequately serve the new com- 
munities they create, a church must 
must be located within the subdi- 
vision. 


Equally important are sites for 
private schools to which a large 
number of home buyers will send 


their children. In a word, these are 
“community facilities” and are just 
as important as storm sewers or 
paved streets The developer pro- 
viding such facilities does much te 
prevent the birth of new slums

The Bar Performs 


Circuit Attorney Dowd and his office were 
fairly criticized by the St. Louis Bar Associa- 
tion’s Committee of Criminal Jurisprudence in 
connection with the re-arrest and detention of 
two Scott Air Base men after they had been 
discharged at a preliminary hearing. 

The Missouri Constitution’s guarantee of “a 
speedy public trial” was cited by the commit- 
tee. It held that the delay in securing indict- 
ments against the men, or according them a 
preliminary hearing after their second arrest, 
“certainly interfered with their right to have 
‘a speedy public trial.’”’ 

The most satisfactory result of the bar com- 
mittee’s investigation undoubtedly is the formu- 
lation of a rule to prevent unwarranted deten- 
tions in the future. This has been accepted by 
Mr. Dowd and by the Judges of the Court of 
Criminal Correction. 

It provides, in brief, that a prisoner shall get 
a preliminary hearing within 10 days of his ar- 
rest on a felony charge. Postponements of not 
more than 10 days may be obtained by consent 
of both parties or on a written showing of good 
cause. No more complaints are to be endorsed 
simply: “Hold for Grand Jury.” 

Even 10 days is a long time to hold a man in 
jail when a judge at a preliminary hearing 
may find there is no cause for holding him at 
all. The designation of this period is a compro- 
mise between the rights of the individual and 
the work load of prosecutor and courts. 

So there is all the more reason for a con- 
stant and conscientious respect by authorities 
for rights of those against whom they exercise 
their powers. They should always be mindful 
that their first obligation is to justice. 

Mr. Dowd was accordingly reminded by the 
bar committee that “it is the duty of the Circuit 
Attorney, as well as the Courts, to see that all 
rights guaranteed by the Missouri Constitution 
to persons accused of crime shall be fully pro- 
tected.” This applies all the more, the committee 
said, when the accused lacks counsel. 

The committee noted Mr. Dowd’s excuses in 
its report, but apparently did not discuss them 
in view of his concession that there was “an 
element of oversight” and his agreement that 
“the delay in obtaining indictments should not 
have occurred.” 

Quite properly, the committee upheld the 
Circuit Attorney’s right to disagree with the 
findings at a preliminary hearing. But it em- 
phasized that a new filing of charges against 
the accused should be followed by speedy in- 
dictment or hearing. It also emphasized that re- 
arrests should not be a matter of routine since 
thus “the Circuit Attorney would render useless 
the function of the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion in conducting preliminary é¢xaminations.” 

If the facts in similar cases of long detention 
—especially the cases cited by Judge FitzGibbon 
which the bar committee was asked to investi- 
gate—are as they were stated, similar conclu- 
sions probably are to be expected. 

Little can be done to make up to these men 
the time in which they were unfairly held. But 
now that their cases have reached public atten- 
ion, everything possible certainly should be done 
to make sure that they get early and fair trials. 
And it is to be hoped that the agreement to 
avoid such injustices henceforth will be ob- 
served most scrupulously.

Partnership in Park-Ride 

Public Service Co.'s lightly-veiled hint that 
the city ought to help the company expand its 
park-ride lines merits serious study at City Hall. 

The transit firm is thinking in terms of a ring 
of parking lots around the city for use by mo- 
torists who would park their machines there 
and then ride express busses downtown. This 
type of operation has proved surprisingly attrac- 
tive to motorists. What is more it has helped 
keep a considerable number of automobiles out 
of the congested downtown district each day, 
and that is certainly in the public interest. 

But the big question that seems to be holding 
up expansion of the park-ride program is: Who 
will pay for acquiring the additional lots? A 
good case could be made for the use of munici- 
pal funds for this purpose if municipal funds 
were available, which they are not. 

An equally good case can be made for the 
use of Pubic Service Co. capital to start the 
operation. Once acquired with private funds the 
lots then might be dedicated to municipal use. 
This would shift the burden of maintenance to 
the city and free the property of municipal tax- 
ation, both of which represent substantial con- 
tributions by the city. There may be other ways 
in which the city could help the cause of mass 
transit in partnership with the company. The 
idea is worth examining in detail.

Because Kent Won't Swear 

Could not the State Department, as its con- 
tribution to moderating the cold war, let up 
just a little on Rockwell Kent? 

The 71-year-old artist of Ausable Forks, N.Y., 
is a prickly character, no doubt about that. He 
keeps refusing to swear, in applying for a pass- 
port, that he is not a Communist. The State 
Department knows he is not, says Kent, because 
he has said so under oath In a New York court. 
But the State Department insists that he swear 
again, for its exclusive benefit. Kent will not 
swear. And so he cannot get a passport which 
he doesn't want, on account of having spent all 
his money for lawyers, so he says, 

It is hard to take the whole business seriously. 
Does anybody in the State Department actually 
consider Rockwell Kent a menace to the national 
security? If not, why cannot the department 
disentangle itself from red tape long enough to 
close the whole controversy in the sensible way? 
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France Considers Democracy 

It takes an eye almost as fast as a magician’s 
hand to keep up with the French parliament's 
notions as to when the next national elections 
are to be held. Having just allowed the upper 
house to kill Premier Faure’s December elec- 
tions bill, the National Assembly now has agreed 
to reconsider a bill passed by that chamber for 
elections in January. The Assembly did this 
even though it had three times previously re- 
jected the measure. 

The change of mind is victory for former 
Premier Mendes-France, whose influence again 
is rising, and probably for the French nation. 
The January bill provides for election of dele- 
gates by districts, a basic reform long resisted 
by the more partisan politicians. 

Experience in Italy has shown that voters 
resent electoral regulations which produce re- 
sults far out of line with the way ballots are 
marked. There is sympathy for those who were 
“cheated.” Such rigged procedures simply are 
not democratic. 

While premier, Mendes-France had an almost 
un-French way of attacking problems frontally. 
He has shown the same blunt courage in holding 
out for an electoral law which gives full weight 


even to votes for opponents. New election rules 
alone will not solve all the contradictions of the 
Fourth Republic but they could give France a 
representative parliament. 
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One Last, Hard Look 

One day remains before St. Louis county goes 
to the polls Tuesday to decide on its $39,712,000 
bond issue and its future progress. 

In the. remaining 24 hours every voter could 
take one last, hard look at the county as it is 
today and consider what it should be. What kind 
of county is it? 

It is a county which in slightly more than a 
decade has grown from a rural conglomerate of 
small towns and farms to an urban size larger 
than Kansas City. Its population has doubled. 
Its public services are stretched beyond capacity. 

Has St. Louis county caught up with its 
growth? 

Look at the county streets in the rush hours 
of today. They are packed with vehicles wasting 
the time and money of their drivers. 

Think of the vacant land fast disappearing 
under bulldozers while young and old need 
parks and play spaces. 

Consider the lack of any decent place for 
neglected or delinquent children and space for 
the chronically or mentally ill. 

Compare the slow voting procedures in Tues- 
day’s referendum with the efficiency offered by 
voting machines. 


The bond issue answers the county’s growing 
deficits in expressways and roads and parks and 
welfare facilities and the basic instruments of a 
voting democracy. 

The only answer to the bond issue should be 
a two-thirds YES vote. The law requires an over- 
whelming vote for passage. The county's needs 
require an overwhelming vote. 

We hope every St. Louis county voter will go 
to the polls.

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lor the Benefit of Private Schools 

In the strongest statement on the subject of 
aid for church schools they have yet issued, 
208 prelates comprising the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy in the United States have called for 
equal church school rights to financial grants 
and aids now accorded public schools. 


The statement of the conference of Cardinals, 
Archbishops and Bishops, issued in Washington 
Saturday, says that because church schools 


emphatically are an integral part of the 
American education ‘system and are carrying 
a large share of the educational burden, 
they have full right to be considered and 
dealt with as components of the system. 


The students of these schools have the 
right to benefits from those measures, 
grants or aids, which are manifestly de- 
signed for the health, safety and welfare 
of American youth, irrespective of the 
school attended. 


There can be no question that the citizen who 
contributes to the support of church schools for 
his children in addition to the public school 
system must dig deep into his pockets. He feels 
a financial burden that others do not bear. Not- 
withstanding this extra burden on their adher- 
ents, church schools have made great strides in 
the United States, as the Catholic prelates them- 
selves point out. Undoubtedly there are more 
modern well-equipped parochial schools’ in the 
United States than anywhere else in the world. 

The Constitution of the United States which 
provides for free exercise of religion makes this 
possible. But the same constitutional provision, 
drawn by the Founding Fathers, also decrees 
the separation of church and state. The Su- 
preme Court, in the New Jersey Everson case, 
said in 1947: “No tax in any amount, large or 
small, can be levied to support any religious 
activities or institutions, whatever they may be 
called, or whatever form they may adopt to 
teach or practice religion.” 


The wisdom of the architects of our religious 
liberty has been demonstrated through our his- 
tory which shows little in the way of religious 
controversy as compared with the history of na- 
tions where church and state have been inter- 
twined. Argentina, Belgium, Hungary, Spain, 
Italy, Colombia—these and other countries have 
had troubles in recent months over church-state 
relationsRips. 

Increased agitation for financial aid for pri- 
vate schools will inevitably create increased op- 
position, as for example the public meeting 
addressed by Paul Blanshard Sunday afternoon 
at the St. Louis Scottish Rite Cathedral. The 
one safe course for all religious groups—and 
there are more than 260 of them in the United 
States—is for all to keep their church schools 
free from state support and hence free from the 
evils of state interference. 
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The British Pajama Game 

The British public has by and large never 
heard of Western sandwiches, the Chicago White 
Sox or Fulton Lewis Jr. References to these ele- 
ments of the United States scene had to be 
changed before the musical show “The Pajama 
Game,” which recently played St. Louis, could 
be presented in London. 

Western sandwiches were changed to just 
plain sandwiches. The Chicage White Sox were 
changed to the New York Yankees. And Mr. 
Lewis Jr. was simply omitted, a change which 
many on this side of the water as well would 
regard as improving the general level of in- 
telligibility. 

A final Americanism which had to be changed 
to a Briticism, according to the New York 
Herald Tribune, was the line referring to a 
haughty employe of the pajama factory as being 
able to “sew a button on the fly like she was 
pouring tea for the Queen of England.” This 
was changed to “pouring tea in the White 
House,” which seems a very successful tit for 
tat. Thus altered, it is felt that “The Pajama 
Game” will suit the British very well.

In terms of popular hopes and even 
expectations the sequel to the summit 
meeting has been a failure. 

The Foreign Ministers came _ to 
Geneva four months “after” and failed 
to unify Germany or to make any sub- 
stantial progress toward reducing the 
burden of armaments. 

However, I would submit that in the 
larger sense this conference has not 
been a failure, but a most useful clari- 
fier of the true 
state of affairs in 


the world. 
It could have 
achieved popular 


hopes and expecta- 


tions only if, in 
fact, the forces 
which impel the 


East and West and 
which have caused 
their differences 
had by this time 
lost their energy, 
their vitality and 
their momentum 

Western society  Jn:e, 
may be on the de- 
fensive in some places in the world, but 
it is also on the offensive. It has 
brought a higher standard of living to 
Western Europe than it ever had be- 
fore. It has generated new solutions to 
old problems. 

It long since has ceased to be what 
the prophets of Communism assumed 
it was. It is in forward motion. It is 
by no means ready to concede to Mos- 
cow and to Communism either all the 
territories which they hold or the 
supremacy over the minds of mankind 
which they seek. 

Communist society is, I believe, less 
energetic and less vital than Western 
society. A strong case can be made 
that its momentum is declining and its 
appeal recessive. But the time has not 
come when its own converts and 
acolytes are willing to concede this to 
be the case. 

There is no doubt but that the men 
of Moscow today believe that they, too, 
have gained a new vitality and a new 
momentum. They are far from ready 
to concede that their wave is receding. 

Because both systems retain vitality 
it was axiomatic from long before this 
second meeting at Geneva began that 
it would not be able to agree on the re- 
unification of Germany. 

That country is now divided. _ It 
really can be unified only if either the 
West gives up West Germany or the

East gives up East Germany: Yet the 
West would concede its own decadence 
if it gave up West Germany and Mos- 
cow would concede the recessiveness of 
Communism if it gave up East Ger- 
many. 

Neither West nor East is ready to 
make any such concession to.the other, 
or could make it and remain true to 
its faith in itself. 


The fact is that the diplomats who 
prepared the plans for this Geneva con- 
ference did not believe seriously for 
one moment that the Foreign Minis- 
ters would be able to agree on the 
unity of Germany. 

They all know that some time Ger- 
many will be put together again. That 
time can come about from several pos- 
sible changes in the present shape of 
the world 

It could come about on Moscow 
terms if the West were to fall apart. 
It could come about on Western terms 
if Communism were to lose its vitality 
and if the Soviet state became so pre- 
occupied with other matters that it no 
longer could afford the effort necessary 
to hold East Germany. 

Or it could come about by a mutual 
withdrawal of both from Central Eu- 
rope. But none of those three condi- 
tions have appeared yet. 

I long have believed that the process 
which began at the summit could at 
most regulate and limit and restrain 


the weapons and the tactics of the 
process we call the cold war. What has 
happened at this second affair at 


Geneva has confirmed the correctness 
of this view. ’ 

The cold war has not been intensi- 
fied. Personal politeness has remained 
in the behavior of the diplomats. With- 
out doubt there will be an increasing 
flow of peoples and ideas between 
East and West. 

No one rattled atomic bombs at this 
conference. But the purposes of both 
sides remain what they were. We 
wish to make the world safe for our 
way of Western life. The men of 
Moscow wish to make the world safe 
for their way of life. The two are in 
competition. 

The results of the competition lie 
very far in the future. One or the 
other may win. Both may grow weary 
and become recessive. .But the contest 
goes on The most that can be 
achieved is a limitation of weapons and 
tactics. Geneva has usefully clarified 
these facts. . 


Bacon and Eggs for Baby 
From The New York Herald Tribune 


If 9-week-old babies could read, they 
would undoubtedly be overjoyed at 
today’s news, which is that infants of 
this age are now entitled to bacon and 
eggs. The bearer of these glad tidings 
is a Miami pediatrician reporting to the 
annual convention of the Southern Med- 
ical Association. 

After experimenting with 700 babies, 
the good doctor has arrived at the con- 
clusion that babies are best off when 
they get solid foods almost from birth, 
begin to eat three meals a day at the 
age of 10 weeks, and give up their mid- 
night bottles early. 


Since the problem of infant feeding 
has long been a profound concern of 
mankind, parents will turn with inter- 
est and hope to this latest discovery. 
The next things for the doctors to at- 
tack are certain other related problems, 
such as how to induce baby to eat his 
bacon and eggs instead of spreading 
them around his face or throwing 
them on the floor. 

Respect for breakfast comes to man 
relatively late in life; in his adolescent 
years he frequently prefers sleeping to 


eating, and many a youthful breakfast 
is never consumed before noon. 

Babies, of course are never sé un- 
predictable as at meal time. The tastiest 
of dishes, even including a miniature 
serving of bacon and eggs, can produce 
no reaction other than a cold stare, 
while the strangest assortment of odds 
and ends will frequéntly be gobbled up 
without the slightest coaxing. 

One cannot help suspecting that the 
700 babies involved in the doctor’s ex- 
periments reacted in 700 different ways, 
and probably enjoyed the whole busi- 
ness no end. And as for the rule against 
midnight feeding, there’s no use in the 
scientists telling it to the parents. What 
is needed is someone to tell it to the 
baby.

St. Louisan Points to

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21 (AP) | 
—Under Secretary of Agricul- | 
ture True D. Morse of St. Louis | 
suggested today more industry | 
for the low-income farm areas | 
as a means of raising the stand- | 
ard of living for many families 
qmaking less than $1000 a year. | 

Morse told the Senate-House 


Economic subcommittee study- 
ing the low-income problem that | 
the condition is concentrated in | 
agriculture. 

“Less than one fifth of the | 
farmers in areas of low rural | 
income produced and sold (as | 
much as) $2500 worth of prod- | 
ucts in 1949,” he said. 

In reply to a question from | 
Senator Ralph Flanders (Rep.), | 
Vermont, Morse said low-income | 
farmers can spuplement their | 
livelihood through jobs in fac- | 
tories if industry moves to these | 
areas. 

Cites North Carolina. 

In the Asheville (N.C.) moun- 
tain area, Morse said, there are 
10 large factories giving em- 
ployment to families who can 
continue to live on their small 
farms. 

Morse testified that there are 
Jarge number of rural families 
with incomes so low they can+ 
not afford the goods and serv- 
ices “most of us take for grant- 
ed.” 

Many of.them, he said, need 
special aid if they are to im- 
prove their standard of living. 

Average schooling of adults 
on farms is seven years, he said, 
and, “‘there are few outside jobs 
and little use of machinery on 
low income farms.” 

Tells of Efforts. 

Morse said efforts are being 
made to help farmers in this | 
gituation. 

“In co-operation with the De- | 
partment of Agriculture and 
other federal departments, state | 
and local agricwWitural leaders | 
ars encouraging small farmers | 
to better their operations,” he | 
said. 

“They are conducting 
search on problems of 
farm production and living. 
They have initiated programs 
of community improvement to 
raise the economic level of en- 
tire areas.” 

Morse said an _ organized, 
long-term program has been 
started to improve standards of 
living in the low-income rural 
areas. He reported “important 
progress” with over 27 states 
participating. 

“This is most encouraging 
and shows the determination of 
state and local leaders to move 
forward,” he. said. 

Farm Bureau Proposal. 

The American Farm Bureau 
Federation suggested more pro- 
ductive capacity on the farm 
and more jobs elsewhere as 
means of helping low-income 
farmers. Matt Triggs, assist- 
ant legislative director, out- 
lined the bureau's stand in tes- 
timony prepared for the sub- 
committee. 

Existence of depressed rural 
areas, Triggs said, “is basically 
a problem of underemployment 
and low per capita farm produc- 
tion.”

Whichever size best fits your 
needs, do remember that a low 
roasting temperature assures 
excellent drippings, rich in col- 
or and flavor for the gravy, not 
burned or dried in the pan. 

The Poultry and Egg Nation- 
al Board recommends that the 
bird be placed in a preheated 
slow oven (325 degrees). Do 
not Sear; do not add water; do 
not cover. 

Place the bird, breast up, on 
a rack at least one-half inch 
high in a shallow open pan. If 
a V-rack is used, place turkey 
breast down. 

Take a piece of aluminum foll 
four to five inches longer than 
the turkey and lay over the bird. 
Pinch the foil at the drumstick 
and breast ends, pressing it 
lightly at those ends to anchor 
it, Leave the cap loose over the 
top and at the sides. 

Or the turkey may be cov-

ered with fat-moistened cheese- 
cloth large enough to cover the 
top and drape down on all sides. 


Do not wrap bird in«the cloth.

Place in 
refrigerator trays and freeze to 
soft mush. Fold in whipped 
cream. Return to trays and 
freeze until firm. Serve in 
sherbet glasses with main course 
of meal. Yield: 10 to 12 
servings.

And for dessert? It is a toss- 
up whether pumpkin or mince- 
meat pie would win top honors. 

With today’s ready prepared 
mincemeat that eliminates all 
of the preliminary work of pre- 
paring beef and fruits, it takes 
little effort to serve a fragrant 
mince pie hot from the oven. 


For a change from the tra- 
ditional mince pie, try com- 
bining prepared mince meat 
with an equal measure of whole

When the turkey {s about 
two-thirds done, release the 
trussed legs to permit the heat 
to reach the inside thigh to as- 
sure thorough cooking. 

At 325 degrees it will take a 
ready-to-cook weight whole bird 
about this long to roast.

Bear in mind that these are 

approximate times; birds vary 
so that it may be necessary to 
increase or decrease total time 
slightly. If you want to serve 
at a definite hour, better start 
the bird 30 minutes earlier than 
the time prescribed for roasting 
to avoid possible delay. Also, 
the meat absorbs the juices and 
carves more easily if it “rests” 
for 20 or 30 minutes after com- 
ing out of the oven. 
_ Do remember to purchase a 
frozen turkey far enough in ad- 
vance to allow for thawing. An 
eight-pound turkey requires 15 
to 20 hours in the refrigerator 
to thaw. A 20-pound bird will 
take at least two’ days in the 
refrigerator. Sniall and half 
turkeys may be thawed at room 
temperature if cooked immedi- 
ately after thawing, but this 
method is not advisable for 
large birds, since it takes at 
least an hour per pound.

Dr. Ackerman said the “look- 
and-see rather than wait-and- 
see”’ method is best for discov- 
ering the disease which is one 
of the most common cancers in 
women. He said the cancer is 
curable and usually first mani- 
fests itself by a painless jump 
in the breast. 

“With early discovery, proper 
surgical therapy cure is possible 
in nine out of 10 cases,” he 
said. “But when the disease has 
spread, the cure rate is reduced |

Sinatra's OnTop of the World’ Again 


He's About the Biggest Thing in Show Business After Amazing Comeback rt

NEW YORK, Nov. 21. 


RANK SINATRA, who plays 
F the gambler, Nathan De- 

troit, in “Guys and Dolls,” 
is the entertaihment industry's 
nearest equivalent to the legen- 
dary Phoenix, the odd bird that 
burned itself to ashes and then 
miraculously arose, its plumage 
brighter than ever. 

Four years ago it looked as 
though Sinatra had incinerated 
himself. When he and Ava 
Gardner left for Europe on 
their honeymoon, one Eastern 
newspaper said in an editorial, 
“Goodby, Frankie and Ava, and 
don’t come back.” Other fed-up 
editorialists from coast to coast 
expressed similar sentiments. 
Frankie, with his ill-tempered 
outbursts and his weird trans- 
Atlantic romarteing, had gotten 
to be a bore and practically all 
the publicity about him was less 
than favorable. 

The honeyed voice that 10 
years ago had sent the bobby- 
soxers into transports—a psy- 
chologist, in trying to explain 
the phenomenon, said that “it 
was like being stroked with a 
hand covered with cold cream” 
—had become rough around 
the edges. Sinatra’s record 
sales slipped badly: Apparently, 
the last stop on this dismal 
downward journey was oblivion. 

Today Sinatra is just about 
the biggest thing in the enter- 
tainment industry. Ever since 
he appeared two years ago as 
Maggio, the explosive little 
Italian-American G.I. in “From 
Here to Eternity,” winning an. 
Academy Award for his per- 
formance, he has been a movie 
star of the first magnitude. 


His newest movie is “The 
Tender Trap,” and he is now 
making “The Man with the 
Golden Arm,” in which he plays 
a dope fiend. He is reported to 
be in greater demand in Holly- 
wood than any other star. He 
has formed his own producing 
company and his first film will 
be a Western, in which he will 
star. 

Television networks 
scrambled to sign him up to a 
long-term contract. (He’s too 
busy to sign with any, but will 
do occasional shows for NBC.) 
The sales of at least one of his 
recent recordings (“Young at 
Heart”) have climbed past the 
million mark, the point at 
which a singer knows he has 
really arrived.

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Fix It Yourself

Troubles With Storm Windows 

HEN the average person is 
Wiroudtea in cold weather 

with windows that sweat or 
become covered with frost, they 
usually go out and buy storm 
windows. 

In nine times out of 10 the 
storm windows do the trick and 
everything is fine. In one case 
out of 10 the inside window con- 
tinues to sweat and frost and 
the person who purchased the 
storm windows begins to won- 
der if maybe he wasn’t robbed. 

Now the purpose of a storm 
window is to create a layer of 
dead air between the inside 
window and the storm window. 
Dead air, as you know, is a 
pretty fair insulator so if the, 
inside glass is insulated from the 
cold, it won't become so chilled 
that condensation occurs on it 
in the form of sweat or frost. 

Now then, while dead air is a 
fine insulator, moving air isn't 
worth anything as insulation. 
This means that if the storm 
windows are not properly fitted 
and there are cracks around the 
edges that allow for drafts, the 
air between the storm and in- 
side sash will be constantly in 
motion. This is bad. 

If you've installed storm win- 
dows and they don't seem to be 
doing a good job, check to make 
sure that they fit tightly in the’ 
window frame. If they don't, 
try weatherstripping or caulk- 
ing. 

Caulking compound is easier 
and faster to apply than the 
stripping and may make a tight- 
er job but it will be sort of 
messy next spring when it’s 
time to take down the storm 
sashes. You should also check 
to be sure that the inside sash 
is closed tight and is fitted 
tightly in the frame. It, nat- 
urally, should be fitted with 
weatherstripping. 


Good Choice 

A two-pound boneless smoked 
pork shoulder butt is a good 
choice for a small family. Cover 
the butt with water and simmer 
a couple of hours. Drain and 
stick with whole cloves; pat 
brown sugar over the top and 
sides, Place in a hot ovén’ to 
glaze.

Thyroid Trouble

ANY people write me about the influence of the glands 
M upon our bodies. They are especially concerned about 

the thyroid. Their interest in this gland is probably 
due to reading and hearing so much about metabolism tests, 
operations on the thyroid 
and the new treatments of 
thyroid conditions with 
“atomic drugs.” 

Of all the letters I re- 
ceive, more and more are 
asking about hypothyroid- 
ism (underactive thyroid). 
Years ago most people 
were interested in hyper- 
thyroidism (overactive thy- 
roid). Their new interest 
is probably due to the fact 
7 bi that the condition—hypo- 
DR. STEINCROHN) thyroidism—is much more 
common and widespread than the other kind. 

It is fairly easy to diagnose the overactive variety. Last 
month I saw a 43-year-old housewife whose basal metabol- 
ism was plus 60. Her pulse was about 140. Her skin was 
moist, her eyes wide and staring, and she had a fine tremor 
of her fingers. 

Although she had a tremendous appetite, she had lost 
35 pounds in three months. She had a large lump in her 
thyroid gland. Any third year medical student—and many 
well read laymen—might easily guess the correct diagno- 
sis. She recovered after treatment. 

x * * 

A LAZY, underactive thyroid is more difficult to diag- 
nose. I believe it is one of the most commonly missed 
diagnoses in practice. It may even be present in the face 
of a normal metabolism. Sometimes giving thyroid extract 
will make the diagnosis because the patient responds so 
well. This is called the therapeutic test. 

What are some of the symptoms that should maké us 
suspicious of its presence? Let me give you a typical case. 
Remember that all of the following symptoms and signs 
are not present in every patient. It is your doctor’s job to 
ferret out the diagnosis. It is especially difficult to make 
in the elderly. People charge the symptoms up to old age.

FOR EXAMPLE, I have seen a number of people in 
the late sixties and seventies who complained of extreme 
fatigue. They were lethargic, their reflexes were slow, their 
skin was dry and wrinkled and their eyes were puffy. What 
better description for “old age’’? 

At first they were treated with vitamins and other 
medications. But they did not improve. At last, their thy- 
roids were inspected as a routine measure. To my surprise, 
metabolism and blood iodine tests showed their thyroid 
glands were not functioning up to par. 

After a few months of taking a thyroid_pill or two daily, 
many of these patients became transformed. 

Since then I have always looked to the thyroid in all 
such patients. We must suspect the thyroid until it is 
proved innocent. 

It pays for both doctor and patient to be “gland con- 
scious.” Thousands of persons live at half their efficiency. 
They “drag themselves around” to their daily tasks. Little 
do they suspect that all they need is a few pills to spur a 
lazy thyroid on to noimal activity.

Russians Working to Harness the Sun 


Soviet Projects Disclosed at Meeting in India—Solar Furnaces in Operation Described

This is the second of three 
articles describing what science 
is doing to harness the sun’s 
rays for use in your everyday 
life. 


NEW YORK, 

Nov. 21 (INS). 
HE men who breathe statis- 
T tics and feast on reports say 
the United States and its 
Western partners hold a lead 
over Communist Russia in the 
atomic age. But will the Rus- 
sians be the first to greet the 

solar age? 

For the past few months, 
some Western scientists have 
been wondering. The men in 
the Kremlin are backing a 
mighty effort today to capture 
the sun. 

Y. V. Kondryatyuk, Russia’s 
leading researcher in the field 
of interplanetary travel, has 
declared that his chief aim in 
conquering cosmic space is to 
learn the secret of capturing 
the sun’s virtually inexhausti- 
ble energy. 

And at sunny Tashkent, just 
north of Afghanistan and west 
of China's Sinkiang province, 
the Soviets are operating the 
world’s first solar institute. 

There they have captured 
enough of the sun’s powerful 
rays to operate canneries, dis- 
till water, keep food stocks re- 
frigerated, cook meals and heat 
their own experimental labora- 
tories. | 

So far, all of the information 
from behind the Iron Curtain 
accents the Soviet search for 
converting sun power to men’s 
well-being. 

There has been no evidence 
that the Russians—or any of the 
other 26 countries conducting 
solar experiments — have de- 
veloped, or even sought, a 
formula for making the sun a 
weapon of destruction. 

There’s not the remotest 
chance that you will awaken to- 
morrow to find that an enemy 
has magnified the sun’s rays to 
burn your next door farm, vil- 
lage or city. Those mythical re- 
flectors mounted on space plat- 
forms high above the earth are 
still safely confined to the 
pages of science fiction. 

But in the same breath, some 
American scientists concede that 
someday it might be possible. 
They are ever mindful that the 
sun’s surface is a searing 10,000 
degrees (Fahrenheit). Nothing— 
man, animal, rock or metal— 
could survive even a fraction of 
such heat. 

Most of the information on 
the Soviet solar projects has 
come from the Russians them- 
selves. In a surprise move last 
fall, the Soviets broke their 
tight-lipped silence and sent 
one of their leading solar sci- 
entists to a 12-nation confer- 
ence sponsored in New Delhi by 
the United Nations Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organi- 
zation (UNESCO) and India’s 
National Institute of Sciences. 

Prof. V. A. Baum, head of the 
Tashkent Solar Laboratory, 
startled the delegates by talk- 
ing freely—even enthusiastical- 
ly—about the Soviet experi- 
ments and the great Russian 
plans for harnessing the sun. 

He left the impression that the 
Kremlin — unlike most other 
governments today — was not 
letting money stand in the way 
of extensive solar research. 

“There are,” Baum told the 
symposium, “no physical or 
technical difficulties in  ac-

complishing these tasks.” He 
added: 

“Considering the great social 
importance of the extensive 
exploitation of solar energy, its 
development should not be 
greatly dependent on economic 
considerations.” 

The Russian scientist proudly 
told of Russian plans to make 
the sun provide water—through 
pumping and desalting—to drive 
back the desert and arid areas 
which. cover nearly 1,000,000 
square miles of Soviet land. 

“Man is able to compel the 
sun to perform this cosmically- 
vast job,” Baum declared con- 
fidently. “It is even possible to 
change the climates of some re- 
gions.” 

* . 
ASHKENT, lying roughly on 
T the same earthly parallel as 
New York and Rome, has 
become the Communist central 
laboratory for dozens of solar 
projects. 

Here are some of them: 

—Curved-mirror reflectors 10 
yards in diameter which can 
produce 100 pounds of steam an 
hour at a pressure of 100 
pounds per square inch. The 
Russians have put such heaters 
to work in canneries and other 
small industries. One _ such 
heater recently was developed 
to produce 10 tons of steam an 
hour for a large industrial 
plant. 

—Solar-driven steam heaters 
which can produce 250 gallons 


of distilled water from salt 
water daily. The Russians have 
found this to be the cheapest 
method of providing water for 
livestock in such remote arid 
areas as the Kara Kur desert. 

Aluminum - mirror cooking 
stoves which can boil water and 
can cook a meal on a sunny day 
as fast as a 600-watt electric 
stove. The Russians have con- 
structed several solar kitchens 
which can produce 100 gallons 
of boiled water daily. 

Baum also said he and his 
colleagues were developing a 
solar steam generator to be 
used as a heating plant in win- 
ter and cooling plant in sum- 
mer for theaters, hospitals and 
homes, The Tashkent labora- 
tories have produced several 
kinds of simple water heaters. 

Like solar scientists in other 
countries, Baum and his fellow 
Russians have hit a roadblock 
in efforts to produce large 
amounts of industrial electricity 
from solar radiation. They have 
not been able to solve the stor- 
age problem to provide a con- 
tinuous flow of power when 
there is no sunshine. 

History tells how the early 
Egyptians used solar energy for 
such novel projects as opening 
temple doors and turning stat- 
ues on their pedestals. But to- 
day’s scientists—in Russia, the 
United States and other coun- 
tries — are concentrating on 
more practical uses.

shortage in mind when he 
erected a powerful furnace atop 
the seventeenth century Mount- 
louis fortress in the Pyrenees. 


not the world’s hottest, but 

its size makes it the most 
powerful. The huge heater has 
two large reflectors, which focus 
the heat rays and create tem- 
peratures up to 5400 degrees 
(Fahrenheit). 

One, a flat 43 by 30-foot mo- 
saic of 516 plate glass mirrors, 
follows the sun, constantly de- 
flecting the rays to a fixed mir- 
ror 80 feet away. This is a 3l- 
foot-high curved-mirror shell 
made of 3500 pieces of cheap 
window glass. 

This arrangement throws off 
75 kilowatts of heat power, 
enough to melt 130 pounds of 
iron an hour. Trombe is now 
producing refractory ceramics 
such as fused quartz and tita- 
nium dioxide on a commercial 
basis. In sunny Montlouis, this 
big furnace and four smaller 
experimental heaters can oper- 
ate 250 days a year.

At San Diego, Calif., the 
Consolidated- Vultee Aircraft 
Co. has reached temperatures 
above 7000 degrees (70 per cent 
that of the sun's surface) with 
an experimental furnace which 
has a 10-foot mirror. 

In Algiers, North Africa, 
Prof. A. Guillemonat built a 
40-tone solar oven with a 27- 
foot mirror to produce fertil- 
izer. This oven — synthesizing 
nitric acid from air, water, 
chalk and _ sunshine—creates 
temperatures up to 5500 de- 
grees.

NDIA’S' National Physical 
| Laboratory near New Delhi 

has experimented with a half- 
dozen types of stoves, engines, 
water heaters and irrigation 
pumps. So far, most of them 
have proved too expensive for 
larg-scale manufacture in sun- 
rich, fuel-poor India. 

Another device from India fs 
a fractional hot air solar engine 
developed by the laboratory's 
deputy. director, Dr. K. N., 
Mathur. 

Solar-operated pumps rang- 
ing from one-tenth to three 
horsepower are being sold in 
Italy. They are successful de- 
vices for pumping water in 
sunny, fuel-short regions if the 
temperature of the water being 
pumped—and also used in the 
condensing portion of the en- 
gine cycle—is relatively cool. 
Pump efficiency falls off rap- 
idly with water warmer than 
about 65 degrees (Fahrenheit). 

A London-educated physicist 
in Israel has announced two 
discoveries which he says will 
lead to more economical pro- 
duction of steam heat from the 
sun. Director Harry Tabor of 
Israel's National Physical Lab- 
oratory says his discovery of a 
new-type collector metal will 
enable him to convert 16 per 
cent of the sun’s energy into 
power. He plans to build a 
pilot plant soon to test costs. 

The relative efficiency of the 
solar furnaces is considerably 
greater. Some of them can con- 
vert as much as 70 per cent of 
the total solar radiation into 
usable heat. 

The drawbacks are a high ini- 
tial cost, the necessity for sun- 
shine for operation and “a 
mechanism to keep them fo- 
cused well on the sun. 

Scientists at Stanford Re- 

search Institute say efficiency 
alone is not the criterion of 
success of a solar device. Effi- 
clency often is important in the 
cost of energy, but they say 
there are many other factors 
such as initial cost of the equip- 
ment, operating expense, main- 
tenance, energy form and stor- 
age. 
The objective? To produce 
energy in a form suitable for 
the need at hand, and at a 
price that is competitive with 
other sources.

As a matter of fact, it was safe, 
but it was not quite construc- 
tive enough. The various de- 
clarers won and led a diamond 
to dummy’s queen, and though 
East returned a trump after 
winning with the ace, the best 
West could do was to knock 
out two rounds of trumps, 
South led to the diamond king, 
ruffed a diamond, returned to 
his second club honor and 
ruffed another diamond, cashed 
the heart ace and ruffed a 
heart. He then drew West's 
last trump, cashed the thir- 
teenth diamond, and _ finally 
conceded a club trick, claiming 
the contract. 

Only one West took a differ- 
ent view of the situation. It 
was evident, he felt, from the 
North-South bidding that East 
could scarcely hold anything of 
value in the spade suit, so how 
could a trump opening hurt the 
defense? West himself had con- 
siderable strength in hearts and 
did not have to fear the quick 
establishment of that suit, so 
what was the great need to at- 


tack in clubs off the reel? 
True, a defensive club trick 
might get away, but that 


seemed less likely than that the 
declarer would cross-ruff hearts 
and diamonds if left to his own 
devices. East could have good 
material in diamonds. 

So this West opened a low 
trump, and in effect that single 
move shattered South's chances.

Consultant Visits Centers Here to Discuss Ways of Easing Conflicts

IVEN half a chance, today's 

busy, harassed Americans 

want to be as downright 
neighborly as Grandma’ was, 
whether they live in the “new 
neighborhood” of a public hous- 
ing project or on the “new 
frontier” of a mushrooming 
atomic defense town rising sud- 
denly on the prairie. 

So believes Miss Margaret 
Berry, who has made a career 
of giving people that chance 
and helping them make good on 
it. 


Miss Berry, a midwesterner 
who developed an early concern 
for people and a penchant for 
good neighborliness as a Meth- 
odist minister’s daughter grow- 
ing up in a parsonage, is now 
field consultant for the National 
Federation of Settlements and 
Neighborhood Centers. She re- 
cently spent two weeks in St. 
Louis conferring with boards 
and volunteer workers of the 
nine centers here, Neighborhood 
Association, Kingdom House, 
Caroline Mission, Wesley House, 
Fellowship Center, Carver 
House, Grace Hill House, Mon- 
signor Butler Neighborhood 
Center and Community Music 
Schools. 

“In today’s changing pattern 
of society,” she said, “agencies 
such as these must re-tool, just 
as a factory does, in order to 
meet new demands. 


“Of 286 member agencies in 
our organization, 88 are work- 
ing in or near public housing 
projects. And in those ‘new 
neighborhoods,’ where hundreds 
of families are in close contact, 
there are bound to be conflicts. 
We try to ease those conflicts 
through agency programs which 
develop co-operation among in- 
dividuals and among groups. 


“But another important phase 
of our work is on America’s 
‘new frontiers,’ those towns 
which spring up overnight in 
defense areas, where there are 
no traditions or established pat- 
terns. 


“In those cases, we have co- 
operated in a project known as 
the United Community Defense 
Service which sends teams into 
the new towns and helps new 
citizens in their efforts to build 
good communities from the 
start. When you see them work- 
ing together and making com- 
mon decisions, it renews your 
faith in the old town meeting. 


“Given an opportunity to be 
neighborly, they prove they are 
vitally concerned for the com- 
mon good. When there is 
trouble or disaster, they show 
their neighborliness in a won- 
derful way.” 

In the older neighborhoods, 
Miss Berry pointed out, settle- 
ments help with rehabilitation, 
clean up alleys, refurbish 
homes, help to make those city 
blocks a happier place to live.

BUT WHAT MAKES a good 
neighborhood? 

“A good neighborhood,” said 
Miss Berry, “is not where you 
live, but how you live. It’s 
accepting every members of the 
community on the basis of his 
personal worth, giving everyone 
a feeling that he has ‘standing’

in the community, that his 
opinions are recognized. It’s 
taking an interest in others, 
encouraging every family and 
every individual to share in 
neighborhood projects and 
neighborhood recreation. It’s 
practicing democracy at the 
grassroots level by discussing 
and voting on neighborhood 
issues and assuming neighbor- 
hood responsibilities.” 


Although people want to be 
neighborly, she said, modern 
living has weakened the neigh- 
borhood spirit. 


“Today, we spend too little 
time at home,” she said. “Com- 
mercial entertainment, cars, 
apartment living are separating 
us more and more from neigh- 
borhood contacts. Yet, without 
those contacts we lose an op- 


portunity, to ps democracy to 
work for us. And the neighbor- 
hood center preserves those 
contacts by helping people work 
out problems together.”

MISS BERRY started toward 
a career as a social worker dur- 
ing her college days when, as 
a member of a sociology class 
she was assigned the task of 
organizing a mothers’ club in 
a neighborhood on the other 
side of the tracks. From that 
beginning, she went on to join 
the staff of a public welfare 
agency in Detroit and to the 
Y.W.C.A, industrial girls’ staff 
in Cleveland. Meanwhile, she 
took time out for graduate 
study in socal work at Western 
Reserve University. 

“Many of the problems today 
are the same as those in the 
time of Jane Addams when she 
established Hull House,” said 
Miss Berry, “Of course, people 
today are better off economical- 
ly although there stil] is a fi- 
nancial need. But the conflicts 
and the pressures, the occa- 
sional difficulties of working 
together are still there. 

“One way we can solve those 
difficulties is to encourage and 
help people to appreciate each 
other, to,understand and accept 
each other for what they are. 
It’s hard sometimes in the 
densely-populated areas such as 
the public housing units, but it 
is being done. 

“Back in the day of Jane Ad- 
dams, these conflicts and diffi- 
culties were found among the 
European immigrants, but to- 
day their grandchildren and 
great-grandchildren are well-ad- 
justed American citizens. Now, 
there are Negro and white con- 
flicts, or difficulties between 
the Spanish-speaking peoples 
and their neighbors out in the 
Southwest. 

“Right here in St. Louis, one 
of the problems involves anoth- 
er kind of immigrant—the man 
who spends the weekend on the 
farm and comes to the city to 
work all week because he can't 
support his family as a -farmer. 
But he’s really a rural person, 
an individualist, disliking regi- 
mentation, hating the sight of 
traffic lights, for instance, and 
sometimes causing problems be- 
cause he cannot be assimilated 
easily into the life of an urban 
community. 

“But all of us have to remem- 
ber that if we are to become a 
nation of neighbors, we cannot 
build fences around our lives.”
